He declared th a t form erly a 
farm er bringing his produce to La 
Crosse found no difficulty in dispos­ 
ing of it, but th a t now' he sometim es 
would wait upon the m ark et square 
all day without finding a buyer. He 
said, also, th a t prices -in La Crosse 
were higher than 
in 
the 
sm aller 
towns of the county, and while he 
adm itted th a t La Crosse m erchants 
had more overhead 
expense 
than 
m erchants in sm aller towns, he de­ 
clared th a t they should be willing 
to cut th eir profits a little for the 
sake of bringing the farm ers into 
the city. 
M arket is L arking 
S. P. Markle, prom inent Mormon 
Coulee farm er, m ade the statem ent 
th at the people of La Crosse have 
been educating the farm ers not to 
come to the city. He asked why the 
people of La Crosse are so anxious 
for a free bridge. 
He answered by 
saying th at the m erchants of the city 
want to win back 
the 
Minnesota 
trade which they have lost, th in k ­ 
ing th at a free bridge would have 
the desired results. 
“ In my opinion the supposition is 
a m istake,” Mr. Markle said. 
“ The 
real seat of the trouble is in the 
lack of a m ark et 
for the farm ers’ 
goods.” He went on to prove his as­ 
sertion by saying th a t the m arket 
prices * in neighboring 
towns 
are 
much better than in La Crosse. 
In 
Chaseburg, he said, the farm ers last 
fall received 
two 
cents 
a bushel 
more for their barley than they did 
at the local breweries. 
A certain 
flour, he said, can be bought fifty 
cents a barrel cheaper out of the ci­ 
ty than in La Crosse, although it is 
a home m ade product. 
As a pos­ 
sible cause of the higher prices here 
of finished products and lower prices 
for produce, he referred to taxes be­ 
ing higher here th an in the small­ 
er towns, saying th a t the farm ers 
m ust pay for the higher taxes in de 
creased prices of products. 
Prof. T. IL Campion of the 
La 
Crosse County 
Agricultural school, 
spoke on the work and the character 
of the school. 
“ The 
two -m ain 
things a t the school,” he said, “ are 
efficiency and 
cost, with efficiency 
first.” 
The cost of the school to the 
county, he said, 
is 
approximately 
eleven cents on an assessm ent 
of 
$5,000. 
Wisconsin, he said, is one 
of the forem ost states or th e union 
in its activities 
along agricultural 
lines. 
Sheds on Square 
A free bridge and sheds for the 
farm ers on the m ark et place were 
advocated by H. C. Richmond, who 
has bedn a resident of La Crosse 
county for 48 years. 
He has been 
in the habit, he said, of coming in­ 
to the city once or twice a week, and 
he insisted th at La Cross eis the lo­ 
gical m ark et for all the farm ers in 
this district. 
Mr. Richmond declared th at w’h at 
the farm ers and 
m erchants 
both 
need is m ore m utual confidence. He 
said th a t the m erchants m u st stop 
all false advertising, and represent 
their goods exactly as they are. He 
praised L a Crosse 
m erchants 
for 


their recent efforts to get close to 
the farm ers, saying th a t th e F a rm ­ 
ers* Day celebration and the “ Com­ 
m unity B anquet” has 
m ore 
than 
pleased the agriculturists. 
A fling a t city m em bers of 
the 
county board was tho contribution 
of W. Moss, Onalaska, who urged 
the city to be careful in the selec­ 
tion of men for supervisors. 
He de­ 
clared th a t there were several of the 
city m em bers of th e county board 
who took delight in knocking 
the 
farm ers and in complaining about 
their alleged failure to Bt&nd th eir 
share of the tax burden. Mr. Moss 
also spoke in favor of a free bridge, 
pointing out the unfairness of allow­ 
ing citizens of La Crosse to use the 
bridge free during th e sum er to go 
to Pettibone park, but charging the 
farm ers for the same privilege 
of 
crossing the river. 
George Richter, who spoke next, 
complained th a t prices on th e 
La 
Crosse m ark et were too low, 
Roads Spoil F ru it 
T h at the roads between La Cres­ 
cent and La Crosse are so bad th a t 
his fruit deteriorates fifty per cent 
in being brought to this city was the 
statem ent of Henry Voilenwelder, a 
La Crescent straw berry grower, in 
pleading for b etter roads and a free 
bridge, incidentally. 
He declared 
th a t while tolls over the bridge may 
have been necessary once, they are 
now' as archaic as the 
oxen 
with 
which farm ers used to haul 
th eir 
product across the bridge. 
J. Stelzig, a La Crosse county far­ 
mer, gave a short talk on the neces­ 
sity for co-operation 
between 
the 
farm er and business m an. 
The te r­ 
m er will not stay out of a town if 
there is a good m arket, he said. 
Quotes Figures 
F. R. H arris, one of the early far­ 
m ers of La Crescent presented 
fig­ 
ures showing the enorm ous 
growth 
in

through La Crescent, which has been 
diverted from the La Crosse trade 
channel.
